The Supreme Court upheld the 


appeal of Zeachel Thomas Hen- 
derson from a Circuit Court ac- 
tion at Fayetteville in a damage 
case stemming from an auio ac- 
cident. 


William A. Skerczak had sued 


Henderson for personal injuries, 
but a jury ruled in Henderson's 
favor. Twenty four days later 
Skerczak filed a motion foi a 
new trial. Circuit Court granted 
the motion. 


Henderson's appeal contended 


the motion was not filed soon 
enough. 


Justice Lyk Brown said in 


the majority opinion that a mo- 
tion for a 
new trial may be 


made within 15 days of the 
jury's verdict under Arkansas 
law. 
He noted thaf the 'jury ver- 


dict was returned Nov. 26, as- 
signed 
judgment was entered 


Dec. 
11, and the new trial mo- 


tion was filed Dec. 18. Skerczak 
contended the motion was valid 
because it came within 15 days 
of the signed judgment. 


Brown cited applicable state 


laws which used the words "ver- 
dict" or "decision" as the start- 
ing point for the 15-day period. 


"We cannot read 'judgment' 


into the quoted statute," Brown 
wrote. The drafts of our civil 
code had a number of occasions 
to use the words 'verdict' arri 
'judgment'. They are not used 
interchangeably."

er, widow of Joseph Connelly,

Charles A, Vanik, getting re« 
elected to Congress used to be a 
faifly routine chore that in« 
volved mostly handshaking, 


tn seven elections, Democrat 


Vanik says he never spent more 
than $3,000 in his Cleveland, 
Ohio, district. 


But that was before 1968, the 


year—as an aide to Vanik put it 
-."We had a real shock." 


The shock was in having to 


scrape up $30,000 for television 
time to defeat Francis P. Bit- 
ton, who was seeking her 15th 
term 
in Congress. Their dis- 


tricts were merged after the 
1966 election, 


For Mrs. Bolton, a Standard 


Oil heiress, $30,000 was not hard 
to come by. But for Vanik it was 
a year's salary. 


Vanik won without going into 


debt, an aide said, because 
small contributors came up with 
enough of "the nickel and dime 
stuff." 


Vanik was part of a string of 


witnesses 
who testified last 


week before a Senate Com- 
merce subcommittee looking 
into the cost of political broad- 
cast time. 


These costs—$7,500 a minute 


in New York during normal 
prime-time 
hours .— have 


prompted fears that elective of- 
fice is becoming available only 
to the rich or those beholden to 
powerful financial interests. 


The subcommittee, headed by 


Democrat John 0. Pastore of 
Rhode Island, is studying a bill 
that would require broadcasters 
to offer discounts up to 80 per 
cent to candidates for the U.S.

Counteract Egg Allergy 
With Eggless Dishes 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—My daughter, aged 21 


months, is allergic to eggs. 
Do vanilla ice cream, spa- 
ghetti and macaroni contain 
any egg? Is there a mayon- 
naise or other salad dressing 
without eggs? 


A—Vanilla ice cream (ex- 


cept "New York with cher- 
ries"), macaroni, spaghetti 
and eggless noodles would be 
O.K. 
for your d a u g h t e r . 


Don't give her any salad 
dressing except true French 
dressing, unless it is made 
at home without eggs. ' 


Q—Our son, 9, is allergic 


to milk, orange juice, toma- 
toes and chocolate. He seems 
to be healthy but shouldn't 
he be getting some foods to 
supply the missing vitamins 
and minerals? 


A—It is possible to get a 


well-balanced diet without 
the foods listed. The calcium 
he doesn't get in milk can be 
supplied by b r o c c o l i and 
cauliflower. The vitamin C 
in oranges and tomatoes is 
also found in cabbages, new 
potatoes and green pepperj, 
and chocolate is a nonessen- 
tial fun food. 


Q—Every day I give my 


children, 4 and 5, a tablet 
that contains 4,000 units of 
vitamin A and 400 units of vi- 
tamin D. They get a well- 
b a l a n c e d diet. Could that 
much vitamin A and D hurt 
them? 


A—Since the amounts you 


are giving are based on the 
requirements for adults, pro- 
longed use of these tablets 
by your children could lead 
to poisoning. If they arc get- 
ting a well-balanced diet, as 
you say, there is nothing to 
be gained by giving them vi- 
tamin tablets. 


(J—The d o c t o r says my 


niece, 3, has thalassomia. 
What is this? How serious is 
it? Can it be euro:!? 


A—This disease is a form 


of anemia caused by a ge- 
netic defect. In thalassemia 
minor, there is mo-ierate 
pallor and some enlargement 
of the spleen. Since it is 
mild, the diagnosis may not 
be made till the child is sev-

eral years old. In thalas- 
semia major, a severe pro- 
gressive anemia manifests 
itself early in infancy. 


No treatment is required 


for the former but the vic- 
tim should be warned not to 
marry another person with 
this d i s e a s e . Thalassemia 
major is treated with blood 
transfusions. Many victims 
are benefited by removal of 
the spleen.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre- 


tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
announced today that 307 mili- 
tary bases in the United States 
and overseas will be shut down 
or reduced to save about $609 
million annually. 


Laird's 
announcement 
was 


the latest in a series of moves 
aimed at cutting the defense 
budget this year by $3 billion. 


The whole $609 million in sav- 


ings will take effect .when the 
bases reductions and closings 
are completed, which could ex- 
tend well bayond'the present fis- 
cal year which ends next June 
30. 


Under 
an 
agreement 
with 


Congress, the Pentagon said de- 
tails of the U.S. base actions, in- 
cluding identification of the in- 
stallations involved, will be an- 
nounced 
Wednesday 
morning. 


Decisions on overseas base swill 
be held up pending consultations 
with the host countries. 


The announcement said the 


Army. Navy and Air Force in- 
stallations and activities are lo- 
cated in 42 states and Puerto 
Rico. There was no word on the 
number of overseas locations in- 
volved. 


The moves will result in a re- 


duction of 37,800 military posi- 
tions and 27,000 civilian jobs. 
The military cutbacks are gen- 
erally included in already an- 
nounced plans to trim total U.S. 
military manpower by about 
220,000 men this year below the 
present 3.4 million.

"It was like a deluge, nothing 


could stop it," says Lemuel A. 
Lewis, recalling 
that day 40 


years ago when 16.4 million 
shares of stock were thrown on 
the market with the hope they 
would 
bring 
something—any 


price at all. 


"Black Tuesday" fell on Oct. 


29. Because of the vagaries of 
the calendar, Oct. 29 this year 
comes Wednesday. 


"In 
those days, a million 


shares was a heavy day's trad- 
ing," says Lewis. 


Lewis had just taken over as 


branch office manager in the 
Greeley Arcade Building for H. 
Hentz & Co., a New York bro- 
kerage house. 


Now 78 years old and a regis- 


tered 
representative 
for the 


company, Lewis still lives with 
the memory of that day, (lie 
chaos and the approaclu'ng pan- 
ic. 


"My office was jammed with 


people who weren't even our 
customers. 
The (ticker) tape 


ran until quarter to eight," four 
hours and 15 minutes after the 
normal day's end. 


"We 
didn't even know the 


price we could execute an order 
at. There was a feeling that the 
world 
had come to an end. 


Prices just faded away to noth- 
ing," 
Lewis said, emphasizing 


his points 
with short, choppy 


strokes of his liands. 


That was the day General 


Electric fell to $210 from its 
September 1928 price of $396.50. 
American Telephone & Tele- 
graph dropped a $100 a share, 
and hundreds of other stocks 
plummeted in a frenetic prelude 
to the depression of the "30s. 


But while fortunes were being 


swept away in a panic of selling 
on the stock excluinge floor, 
Fred Brenner, then a 31-year- 
old assistant 
cashier in the 


firm's back office, saw the day 
from a different vantage point. 


"It was pretty much an ordi- 


nary day for that month," said 
Brenner, now a registered rep- 
resentative. "We knew about it, 
but didn't realize wliat was ac- 
tually happening until later.

But revelations by Senate in- 


vestigators of alleged graft by 
the Army sergeants who ran 
NCO clubs in Germany, Viet- 
nam and the United States has 
caused some confusion in the 
mind of the public, says Miss 
Pat Abertheny, the Army Serv- 
ice Club chief of operations, 


That confusion "is the terrible 


morale blow to our girls," ex- 
plains Miss Abertheny, a 28- 
year veteran of working with 
the club system.

A col- 
lege junior from Glen Oaks, 
N.Y., stated, "There is more 
emphasis on tradition than 
on the modern world, which 
is what young people today 
are most concerned with."

In its latest weekly casualty 


summary last Thursday, the 
U.S. Command said 1,319 Amer- 
ican military personnel were 
listed as missing or captured. 
Of these, 413 are known to be 
prisoners in North Vietnam, 
about 200 missing in

Vietnam, and the U.S. Defense 
Department believes many of 
the rest are prisoners in the 
North. 


U.S.

clined comment on the Viet 
Cong's statement that during 
their detention Watkins, Strick-

progressive, were aware that 
the U.S. imperialists' war of

in South Vietnam 


would certainly fail, and showed 
their repentance of the crimes 
they had committed against the 
Vietnamese people." 


Such statements are usually 


made by the Communists about 
every prisoner they release. 


The broadcast also said the 


U.S. Command must 
"create 


conditions for these three POWs 
to return soon to their families 
and country." This statement 
heightened speculation that the 
Viet Cong might seek a meeting 
with American officers to "ne- 
gotiate" the release, but a U.S.

Army Graft 
Big Business 
for a Few

WASHINGTON (AP) - For 


U.S. military men, the on-base 
open mess is the neighborhood 
bar 
and grill, the downtown 


night club and—only overseas— 
the slot machine parlor. 


It is a place of off-duty relaxa- 


tion where a noncommissioned 
officer can order a steak medi- 
um rare, sip a bourbon and wa- 
ter and listen to live music. 


It also Is big business with 


sales of more than $750 million 
and profits of $53.4 million last 
year. 


A Senate investigation wMch 


concluded last week brought out 
charges that a small band of 
sergeants 
took advantage of 


built-in weaknesses in the club's 
accounting system to forge a 
continent-spanning, 
extremely 


lucrative conspiracy to skim 
funds from the dozens of clubs 
they managed. And witnesses 
said four of the sergeants had 
been protected from prosecution 
by influence applied near the 
top of the Army chain of com- 
mand. 


For half a dozen years or 


more, the witnesses said, these 
men used slot machine rakeoffs, 
kickbacks from suppliers and 
entertainers and formed their 
own 
corporation to build a 


mountain of illicit profits. 


Senate investigators, report- 


ing on more than eight months 
of undercover sleuthing, said 
they learned Swiss bank ac- 
counts, identified only by num- 
bers and code names, were used 
as conduits for kickbacks and 
other illegal funds. 


Army detectives told of a so- 


called summit meeting at Ft. 
Benning, Ga,., held by the 
ser- 


geants and a retired major gen- 
eral to discuss investment of 
stolen money. 


Identities of the military per- 


sonnel called to testify, as well 
as the size and scope of their al- 
leged activities, made the hear- 
ings sensational. 


One was Sgt. Ma], William 0. 


Wooldridge, once the Army's 
highest ranking enlisted man. 
Another was retired Maj. Gen. 
Carl C. Turner, former head of 
the Military Police. 


Wooldridge, at 47 a much dec- 


orated, battle-wounded veteran 
of 29 years of military service, 
was named sergeant major of 
the Army in 196G. 


Senators were told evidence 


exists Wooldridge used his new 
post to enrich himself and to 
ease friends into positions in 
which they could continue and 
enlarge illicit operations, 


They also were told that Tur- 


ner, 
56, used his position as 


Army provost marshal general 
to block a probe into Woold- 
ridge's activities by Army in- 
vestigators. 


He retired from the Army last 


spring and was appointed chief 
U.S. marshal. Turner resigned 
shortly 
before 
the hearings 


opened. The Justice Department 
now says he was fired. 


In 1967, senators were told, 


Turner ordered his investigators 
to remove Wooldridge's name 
from an investigative file on al- 
leged irregularities by custo- 
dians of clubs at Ft. Benning, 
Ga. The investigators said they 
also were refused access to a 
file of a similar
